ASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—President 
W Rrowsever informed the Senate 
in plain terms today that he had 
approved the absorption of the Tennes- 
see Coal and Iron Company by the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
had instructed Atty-Gen. Bonaparte 
not to respond to the Senate inquiry 
as to the reason for his failure to 
prosecute the stee! company. 

The President declares that he does 
not conceive it “to be within the au- 
thority of the Senate to give direc- 
tions of this character to the head of 
an executive department.” 

The message is in response to @ reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Culber- 
son, calling on the Attorney General 
to state whether he 
action against the steel company be- 
cause of its acquisition of the Tennes- 
see concern. 

While the resolution was not directed 
to President Roosevelt, his attention 
was called to it by Atty.-Gen. Bona- 
parte. 

ASSUMES RESPONSIBILITY. 

Commenting on the Attorney Gener- 
al's letter, the President says: 

“Ae to the transaction in question, 

was personally cognizant and re- 
sponsible for ita every detail. For the 
information of the Senate | transmit 


on 
as follows: ; 

““My dear Attorney General:—Judge 
E. H. Gary and Mr. H. ¢. Frick. on 
behalf of the Steel Corporation, have 
just called upon me. They state that 
there is a certain business firm (the 
name of which I have not been told, 
but which is of real importance in New 
ork business circles.) which will un- 
doubtedly fail this week if help is not 
given. Among its assets are a ma jor- 
ity of the securities of the Tennessee 
Coal Company. Application has been 
urgently made to the steel corporation 
to purchase this stock as the only 
means of avoiding a failure. 

“ “Judge Gary and Mr. Frick informed 
me that as a mere business transac- 
tion they did not care to purchase the 
stock; that under ordinary circum- 
}stances they would not consider pur- 
chasing the stock, as but little bene- 
fit will come to the Steel Corporation 
from the purchase: that they are 
aware that the purchase will be used 
as a handle for attack upon them on 
the ground that they are striving to 
secure a monopoly of business and 
prevent competition—not that this 
wouid represent what could honestly 
be said, but what might recklessly 
and untruthfully be said. 

TO AVERT A PANIC. 

“They informed me that as a mat- 
ter of fact the policy of the com- 
pany has been to decline to acquire 
more than sixty per cent, of the steel 
properties and that this purpose has 
been persevered in for several years 
past with the object of preventing the 
acquisition, and as a matter of fact) 
their proportion of steel properties has 
slightiy decreased, so that it is below 
this sixty per cent. and the aequisi- 
tion of the property in question will 
not raise it above sixty per cent. But 
they feel it is immensely to their in- 
terest, as to the interest of every re- 
sponsible business man, to try to pre- 
vent a panic and general industrial 
smashup at this time and that they 
are willing to go into this transaction, 
which they would fot otherwise go 
into, because it seems to be the opin- 
ion of those best fitted to express 
4udgment in New York, that it - would 
be an important factor in preventing 
a break that might be ruinous; anr 
that thie has been urged upon them 
by the commission of the most respon- 
| sible bankers in New York, who are 
inow thus engaged in endeavoring 
}to save the situation. But they as- 
‘serted that they did not wish to do 
this if I stated that it ought not to 
be done. I answered that while, of 
course, I could not advise them to 
take the action proposed, I felt it no 
public duty of mine to interpose any 
objections.

He declared that he always opposed 
the consolidation of the commercial 
agencies of the Union and Southern 
Pacific railroads. 
COMBINATION NECESSARY. 

On cross examination, counsel for the 
government asked Mr. Hawley if it 
were not absolutely necessary for the 
Union Pacific to use the Southern Pa- 
cific line in transcontinental! trade.

“Apparently the language of the act 
is such that there is danger lest the 
last mentioned result will unavoidably 
ensue upon the construction placed 
thereon by the Supreme Court, and it 
is therefore obvious that the Congress 
should amend the act and change the 

so as to explicitly empower 
the commission to require by sub- 
poena the attendance with the testi- 
mony .of witnesses and the production 
of all books and papers relating to any 
matter under investigation and by 
this virtue of the powers conferred by 
the said commission by sections of the 
law under which it ia formed, or by

DEMOCRATS QUIT. 
USELESS TO FIGHT PERKINS. 
[ABSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 6.--The Demo- 

cratic members of the Legislature in 
joint caucus at the Capitol building 
tonight discussed for many hours the 
question of a nominee to the United 
States Senatorship to succeed George 
©, Perkins of Oakland. They went 
into executive session at 9:30 o'clock 
and continued until a late hour. The 
principal bone of contention was the 
question of fusing with the anti-Per- 
kine Republicans, headed by E. J. 
Callan of San Francisco. 

A resolution proposing such a stand 
was voted down after a lively con- 
troversy. It was finally agreed that 
it was useless to attempt to defeat 
Senator Perkins and that the Demo- 
crats should give the minority vote to 
a party man. 

A resolution binding those present to 
vote consistently for the caucus nomi- 
nee was carried. No names were placed 
in nomination, the caucus adjourning 
until Monday night at 8 o'clock, when 
some party leader will be agreed upon. 

Many menrbers had been pledged to

count declined to enter into any ar- 
rangement for an independent. 

The only absentees were Senator E. 
O. Miller of Visalia and Assemblyman 
E. N. Baxter, Yosemite. 

Senator J. B. Sanford of Ukiah, pre- 
sided. Those present at the meeting 
besides members of the Legislature 
were Supervisors Ralph McLeran and 
‘Daniel ©. Murphy of San Francisco 
and John F. Murray, secretary of the 
Democratic. State Central Committ. 
McLeran and Murphy, who are here 
in the interest of the Hetch-Hetchy 
water project. were specially invited 
by*the chairman, Mr. Sanford. 

The Senatorial election will be held 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. separate 
ballots being taken in the two houses 
on Tuesday and the joint ballot on 
the day following. 

All but two of the Republicans 
present today had signed the cail for 
the joint caucus to be held tomorrow 
night at $ o'clock. The only members 
of the majority party present who did 
not sign were Assemblyman E. J.

ROTTEN POLITICS. 


BONDS ARE CARRIED 
BUT BY SMALL VOTE. 


Flagrant Irregularities in the Elec- 
tion—Great Register Was Ignored 
and Aliens Could Vote—Purity of 
_ Elections Law Violated— Scandalous. 


For High School bonds.......... 7965 
Against High School Bonds...... 5006 
Fer Common School bonds........ 8099 
Against Common Schoo! bonds.... 3093 
ITH weeks of preparation, by 
dint of fraudulent and iliegal 


voting, with ample funds and the 
services of hundreds of workers, the 
school management was able to carry 
the bond election yesterday, not by the 
“10-to-1" vote boasted by Superintend- 
ent Moore, but by a scant majority 
over the necessary two-thirds. 

It is almost unbelievable but abso- 
lutely true that the register of voters 
was not used at the polls; that any 
man, whether a citizen or not, could 
vote and vote as often as he chose; 
that it was possible for a rounder te 
vote in every precinct in the city: that 
all the usual safeguards were dis- 
pensed with. The election was worse 
than a farce; it was a disgrace. The 
total) vote was small. 

Using all sorts of pernicious politics, 
including the illegal intrusion of boy 
solicitors at the polling places and 
conducting the election with amazing 
boldness of irregularity, the school 
management got, legaily and illegally, 
7965 votes’ for the High School bonds 
and 8099 for the common school bonds. 

Those who voted “No” numbered 
3006 againt the High School bonds and 
3098 against the common school bonds. 

These figures were the totals of pre- 
cinct returns made at the Board of 


| Education's office last night by Deputy 


Superintendent Monjlux. The High 
School bonds’ majority was 1953 over 
the necessary two-thirds, and that of 
the common schools bonds, 1903. 

The validity of the bond Issue is yet 
to be determined. Not only the City 
Auditor, who ‘has fought the bond is- 
sue, but other authorities, are pre- 
paring to question its validity upon 
several grounds. The failure of the 
administration to require the use of 
the Great Kegister at the polling places 
oP any safeguard against illegal vot- 
ing is one of the grounds attorneys 
say is tenable. They hold that the 
plain intent of the school bond elec-

SOUNDS 
OVER VETERAN. 


COMRADES TURN OUT IN HONOR 
OF G.A.R. MAN. 


Under Ever Half-masted Stars and 
Stripes for Which He Fought, Re- 
mains of Past Department Com- 
mander of Utah Are Laid With Mil- 
itary Honors. 


Under the ever half-masted flag of 
the country he served during the Civil 
War, the remains of Frank H. Clark, 
Past Department Commander of the 
Utah G.A.R., who died recently in this 
city were laid at rest in Rosedale cem- 
etery yesterday afternoon. 

Not one of the usual solemn cere- 
monials of a military funeral was 
omitted, although Mr. Clark had lived 
in this city but a few months, and 
was little known to the members of 
the local G.A.R. camps. Gray-bearded 
Veterans, headed by an advance guard 
of the Sons of Veterans, escorted the 
casket to the open grave, and stood 
bareheaded while the brazen throat 
of the bugle blared out “taps,” the 
soldier's last salute. 

Following a short sermon at the par- 
lors of the Samson Undertaking Com- 
‘pany on Flower street, at which about 
fifty members of the order assembied. 
six pallbearers bore the coffin to a 
waiting hearse. The remaining veter- 
ans entered a special car and went to 
Rosedale cemetery. 

Here the burial party was met by 
the guard of honor of the Sons of 
Veterans, and the funeral cortége 
moved siowly and impressively to the 
littie plot under the half-masted  ban- 
ner and the ancient cannon. P 

A quavering command and the little 
party divided left and right. to line 
up on both sides of the open grave. 
while the draped coffin was carried be- 
tween their ranks. 

On one side of the grave the uni- 
formed soldiers stood at attention with 
their rifles grounded and with the vet- 
erans, with hats doffed and heads 
bowed, listened to the short address 
of Commander. Charles E. Chase of 
Stanton Post. 

After the short prayer, a quartette of 
the Daughters of Veterans, of the 
Jessie -Benton Fremont Ment, . sang 
“Nearer My God, to Thee.” which as 
it progressed was graduaiiy taken up 
by the. old soldiers, With the com- 
pletion of the hymn, three of the vet- 
erans who had Khown their comrade 
in his last iliness, placed upon the 
casket a piece of ivy and several white 
roses, Then followed a short eulogy 
in which attention was called to the 
fravidly thinning ranks of the veterans 
who kept intact the unity of the na- 
, tion. Another hymn and then silence. 
; which was broken by the sharp com- 
imands of the officer of the squad of 
eizht men. 

From parade rest, they stood to at- 
tention. Another command and they 
wheeled, passing to the right of the 
grave. The casket in the meant me 
had been lowered. The firing squad 
of veterans halted. The command 
“ready” was given. The rifles ratsed 
and volleyed the soldier's farewell. 

Only the occasional clang of the -far- 
off street car broke the quiet which 
'foilowed. Then the weird minor notes 
of “taps” by Comrade 0. T. Thomas, 
who for nearly twenty years has 
blown the same call over many of his 
best frien Solemn, silent. the war- 
riors of e past marched away to 
wait their ineyitable hour.

ONDUCTORS AND TRAIN AUDITORS. 
C The Southern Pacific is inaugurating a policy 
of train operation that The Times has advocated 
for some years. Under the new plan there will be 
a separation of the duties of ticket collector and of 
train captain or superintendent, hitherto united in 
the conductor. All principal trains will carry train 
auditors, who will have entire charge of tickets, cash 
fares, etc., while the conductor will give his entire 
attention to the operation of the train. Sometimes 
it is stated the auditors may not always go through 
from terminal to terminal, and when they leave the 
train and double back on another, the conductor will 

t as before. 

Gene two years ago Los Angeles was shocked by 
a fatal collision within the city limits, caused by dis- 
regard of train orders. The evidence produced in 
court, when the trainmen were called for examina- 
tion, showed that the conductor was busy collecting 
tickets when the train had to meet another and was 
passing through the yards in the city. In the rush 
of duties he neglected the first and most important— 
the safe conduct of his train—leaving everything 
to the engineer, and the latter forgot. So plain was 
the case that the court, in dismissing the charges 
of criminal negligence, called public attention 
strongly to the need for a radical change in railroad 
methods 


and a separation of duties. The Times 
then urged just such a change as the Espee has 
adopted. ; 
What would be thought if a ship were wrecked 
in leaving port and evidence showed that the captain, 
instead of being on the bridge attending to the navi- 
gation, had been busy collecting tickets? Yet this 
state of things was established in the case referred 
to. Of course, it was urged, and rightly, that the 
conductor should have had sufficient judgment to 
attend to the most important matter first, and it 
would have been far better to have missed a hun- 
dred tickets than to have a wreck. But, with all this, 
there is no question that if the duties had been sep- 
arated there would have been far less chance.of the 


accident. 
The Southern Pacific has always had train agents 


runhing out of terminals, who have examined tickets 
and thus relieved conductors of the duty of hurrying 
through to catch short-distance fares while a train 
was just starting. 

If any urge that conductors wil] not have enough 
to do under the new system, it will be easy to point 
that, if they attend to their business there will be 
plenty of employment for them. Their responsibili- 
ties are great, and must necessarily be largely in 
the nature of oversight of the work’ of others, and in

At one voting place an elec- 
tion officer, a man of much more than mature years, 
sat with two bunches of High School tickets by his 
side, and, with deliberation and malice aforethought, 
pleaded with voters to cast the one marked “Yes.” 
Certainly it was a violation of the election laws, 
against good citizenship, against a reform for which 
American statesmen and citizens have been strug- 
gling throughout 100 years, for an election officer 
to deliberately solicit votes for or against any 
measure or any candidate. 

The gray-haired culprit or culprits may have 
done crooked politics before, and may do it again; 
but in the name of high heaven, as well as of Amer- 
ican citizenship and pure politics, let something be 
done to prevent school : boards in the future from 
sending forth the youth of the city to become delib- 
erate lawbreakers around the polls.

Compilations of death rates in England show 

lowest death rates among the clergy, while doctors 
died the fastest of all thé professions. The excuse 
for this is that while the rs understand the 
conservation of health, they have not time to at- 
tend to their own. They know the value of regular- 
ity in sleeping and eating. They are likely at any 
hour to be deprived of rest, ired to go abroad 
in bad weather and to eat hastily. Moreover, they 
are under a nervous strain much of the time, watch- 
ing patients in whose recovery they take a personal 
interest and a deep professional pride. Naturally 
they die of diseases of the nervous and circulatory 
systems. Clergymen of the Church of England lead 
lives that in serenity and lack of stress — 


the ideal. Their minds are in a state of healthy 
activity. They are measurably free from worries 
about the tri that break in upon and mar the 


average human epeenet. There is nothing to pre- 
vent them from following a precise routine, their 
calling, indeed, encouraging this. They are enabled 
to live well, but led to an extreme of indulgence. 
The temptation is absent and the incentive is all 
toward moderation. That they should have the low- 
est death rate among professional men is not sur- 
prising. 

Formaldehyde Injurious. 

The use of formaldehyde as a preservative is de- 
clared by Dr. Wiley, chief chemist of the Agricultu- 
ral Department, to be decidedly injurious and to 
have a deleterious’ effect upon the general health 
and constitution, even in the cases of stalwart, 
healthy young men. Formaldehyde is most common- 
ly u as a preservative of milk, which of all or- 
dinary foods is most subject to deterioration. Used 
in small quantities its presence is difficult to detect. 
While it prevents souring of milk, it does not re- 
tard the growth of disease germs in _the milk, and 
a great danger of its use lies in the fact that the 
growth of acid forming bacteria which would render 
the milk unfit for human food is stopped, while the 
germinating of harmful organisms continue and the 
consumers have no warning of their presence. 
Formaldehyde is found to be an irritant to the mu- 
cous membrane and normal organs are stimulated 
by its presence to rid themselves of it. 

Danger From X-Rays. | 

The danger attendant upon experiments with 
X-rays is again emphasized by the sufferings of 
Prof. William Z. Bennett, for twenty-five years in 
charge of the department of chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Wooster, at Wooster, O. ther 
experimerit on others, Prof. Bennett used the 
X-rays upon himself, and was burned.

CONCESSION TO EAST SAN PEDRO 


FOR TRADE. 


Shipments to and from Hawaii to 
Be Charged Same as via San Fran- 
cisco—Southern Pacific Makes no 
New Arrangements — Tourist 
Travel Heavier Now. 


Effective February 1 East San Pe- 


dro ia made a terminal point for Ha- 


Walian imports and exports, and the 
(east and west-bound freight rates in 
force at San Francisco wilhapply here. 
This is provided by a supplement to 
the transcontinental “tariff that has 
gone into effect. At the same time 
San Pedro is not made a terminal for 
these shipments. 

The explanation of this is that the 
rates are via the Salt Lake railroad, 
which enters the Harbor City by East 
San Pedro and makes its headquar- 
tere there. The Sonthern Pacific en- 
ters San Pedro proper and has made 
no such rates. This is the real dis- 
tinction, that between the stations be- 
ing a railroad technicality. 

Officials of the fatier road state that 
there have been no shipments to and 
from Hawali by way of San Pedro, an’ 
no necessity for terminal rates exists. 
If a line of steamships should be es- 
tablished between San Pedro and 
Honolulu, undoubtedly terminal rates 
will be granted, but this is a matter 
for the future. 

The Hawaiian business is of recent 
growth and the first boat between San 
Pedro and Honolulu is en route to the 
former port after unloading a cargo 
of Southern ‘California products at 
Honolulu.
